N ATLANTIC PORT, May 2.— 
A Survivors of the coastwise 

steamer City of Athens, sunk 
in a collision with a French cruiser 
off the Delaware coast yesterday 
morning with a loss of sixty-six lives, 
related here today many tales of 
heroism by the crews of the two 
vessels. All praised the efforts of 
the French eailors, who launched 
small boats within a few minutes aft- 
er the accident and aided by the 
cruiser’s searchlight picked up many 
of the survivors. — 

The survivors agreed that the 
speedy sinking of the steamer— 
within” five minutes after being 
rammed by the warship—was re- 
sponsible for the heavy toll of lifs, 
although some said that the City 
of Athens’ life-saving apparatus 
failed to work properly. There 
were 135 persons, including twenty- 
four United States marines, on 
board the steamer, which was bound 
from New York for Savannah with 
a $2,000,000 cargo. 

WOMAN RESCUED. 

Mrs. Florence Pickhard Harrison 
of New York today told pow her 
life, that of her 2-year-old baby and 
two others were saved through the 
bravery of a negro fireman on the 
City of Athens. 

Awakened from her sleep, Mrs. 
Harrison barely had time to put a 


to the deck with her child. “I 
saw a lifeboat.” she said. “but no 
one was paying any attention to it, 
except a United States marine, who 
lifted the baby into the boat. I 
was about to climb in with his aid 
when the steamer toppled and my 

on the gunwale slipped. I 
caught up the baby as the ship san’ 
under the swirling waters. When 
I came up choking and almost un- 


conscious from the water with the 
little one in my arms, we were di- 
rectly under the bow of a lifeboat. 

“A man, who I afterwards learned 
ty James Wallace of Savannah, 
lifted the baby from my arms When 
Tt regained consciousness, I found 
myself in the lifeboat. covered with 
a piece of canvas which I wrapped 
around the baby. My coat and 
nightgown were torn from the strug- 
Sle to drag mein. After that Wal- 
lace rescued one marine and a civil- 
zan. That brave negro deserves a 
hero’s medal. 

IN SMALL BOAT: 

“We were in the lifeboat for 
about two hours before we were 
picked up by the crew of the French 
cruiser. I can not speak too highly 
of the gallantry and kindness of the 
French o and men during our 
rescue and the time spent on the 
cruiser.” 

Capt. Forward. wh of 
those saved, was painfully injured 
and was grief stricken at the loss of 
his ship. He said he was proceeding 
at half speed about twenty miles off 
shore sounding the usual fog signals 
when the dim bulk of the cruiser 
loomed up through the mist and the 
crash followed. Fortunately the 
seam was calm or many more lives 
might have been lost. 

Capt. Forward refused to make a 
statement concerning the length of 
time his vessel remained afloat after 
the collision. Members of the crew 
declared, however, that the (ity. of 
Athens sank within four minutes. A 
great hole was torn in her side be- 
low the water Une near the bow and 
she was carried down by hér own 
momengum as the water rushed in. 

The loss of the ship and cargo was 
eotimated by the Ocean Stean:ship 
Company to exceed $2,000,000. ‘The 
major part of the cargo was made 
up of cement, rope, foodstuffs, gen- 
eral merchandise and parts for ma-

McNutt pleaded that the motion 
to exonerate Mooney, based on the 
writ, was a “procedural innovetion” 
based on the common law funda- 
ment that “there is no wrong with- 
out remedy.” He argued that this 
basic principle of the common law 
was woven into American  juris- 
prudence, through the fact that 
this country has accepted the com- 
mon law as the foundation for all of 
its statutes. He presented many

Price Effastive Today. 


Lower Cost of Hay Enables 
Lesser Quotation. 


Eggs and Poultry Also Drop 
in Local Market. 


Through the efforts of Louis M. 
Cole, city Food Administrator, and 
the Los Angeles Fair Price Commit- 
tee, the price of milk was reduced 
yesterday 1 cent on the quart and 
pint. The new quotation will go in- 
to effect today, and all of the milk 
distributers in the city have agreed 
to abide by the new figure. 


price of milk, and at the instigation 
of Mr. Cole, expert 
have investigated the cost of pro- 
duction from producer to consumer. 

“The State Food Administration 
secured the services of Dean Hunt 
of the State University, who recent- 
ly made a»eurvey of the feed situa- 
tion in Southern California and 
through his findings it was found 
that the price of hay could be ma- 
terially reduced,” Mr. Cole said 
yesterday. “I have been consider- 
ifig the milk situation in Los An- 
geles and have felt that at the pres- 
ent price of hay it was possible to 
make a reduction in milk without 
injury to the producers and dis- 
tributers.” 

FOR NINETY DAYS. 


Milk will now retail for 18 cents 
a quart and 7 cents a pint for 
at least ninety days. If the hay 
crop by that time is up to expecta- 
tions, this price will remain indefi- 
nitely. 

“Several of the milk dtstributers 
in this city have claimed that the 


rious,” Mr. Cole said. “My findings 
do not bear out this statement and 
t believe it is fully as favorable as in 
previous years. All of the large 
distributers in this city met with me 
this morning and after discussing 
the milk situation and the cost of 
production they voluntarily  sug- 
gested the reduction.”

N EXAMINATION of the books 
of the National Bank of Riv- 
erside, whose president, W. 
W. Phelps, confessed a week ago to 
having defaulted to the extent of 
$16,500 by forging notes and dis- 
counting them, yesterday, revealed 
the fact that Mr. Phelps actually 
robbed the institution of $53,675. 
This statement was made late last 
night by Oscar Thompson, National 
Bank Examiner for this district, 
after a painstaking audit of the 
books. The directors of the insti- 
tution immediately levied a cash as- 
sessment of $30 per share upon 
$100,000 in shares of capital stock 
outstanding, thus restoring the $30,- 
000 surplus. An indemnity bond of 


$15,000 still further protects the 
depositors. The latter are in abso- 


lutely no dane of loss, the direc- 
tors declare. 


In his report to the bank direc- 


— last night Examiner Thompson 
said: 


“The amount ot the defalcation is 


$53,675. After a critical examina- 
tion of the bank’s affairs, I am satis- 
fied that the full extent of the short- 
age has been uncovered. The insti- 
tution is protected to the extent of a 
$15,000 indemnity bond in a respon- 
sible bonding company. The entire 
loss can therefore be provided for 
without encroach upon the capi- 
tal stock. The condition of the bank 
Js entirely safe and sound, and there 
no occasion whatsoever for any 
‘feeling of alarm.” 
| . The bank directors made a state- 
ment last, night in which they de- 
\clared tt all cash is intact and 
that the books are in perfect bal- 
ance. There are no securities or 
other assets missing. All of the 
money mentioned in the examiner's 
| report was secured by Mr. Phelps 
by forging notes and discounting 
them himself. All the stockholders 
Who have been approached have 
agreed to the stock-assessment. De- 
posits now total about $235,000.

OLDING THE UNTENABLE. 

According to all the rules laid down in 
the books of the master German strategists 
the Huns already should have completed 
the looting of Dunkirk and Calais and 
should be harassing with their long-range 
artillery the channel ports of Great Britain.

The French 
crouched like leopards on the shell-swept 
slopes of Mont Rouge and Mont Noir; while 
the British, though gasping for breath in 
the gas-infected debris of Ypres, held with 
the tenacity of the bulldogs that they are 
and fought when hope itself seemed dead, 
until the most redoubtable divisions of the 
German army reeled back, shattered by a 
hurricane of fire and steel which no man 
born of woman could have withstood. It 
was the thin red line of Waterloo, clad this 
time in brown and blue, disproving the the- 
ories of the great military tacticians. . 

Von Arnim attacked positions which “the 
rules that he took from his printed book” 
demonstrated to be clearly untenable. But 
the famous shock troops, the pride of the 


Kaiser and Von Hindenburg, met more than 
their match. A saddened and pethaps wiser 
German commander realizes today that 
there are forces in the universe that cannot 
be enveloped by the leather bindings that 
inclose the thought of the German mate- 
rialistic scientists and philosophers. More 
men were lost in that assault on the Brit- 
ish and French positions among the hills 
of Flanders than ever fell in any other 
charge that history records. The Hun 
troops fought well, for they had become im- 
bued with belief in the infallibility of 
their commanders. But their stubborn cour- 
age only served to add to the Hun toll of 
death. Never before was the harvest of the 
Grim Reaper so bountiful. That field of 
the dead, piled high with German slain, 
recalls vividly those lines of Byron the 
“Destruction of Sennacherib“ 

“For the Angel of Death spread his wings 

to the blast 

And breathed on the face of the foe as he 

3 passed.” 

And one who is inclined to look beyond 

the horizon to the higher cause of things 

will wonder whether “The idols are broken 

in the Temple of Baal.” The Assyrians ' 
demolished the statues of their war gods 
when victory turned from them. It would 
be interesting to know what explanation 
the Kaiser makes why the God of Heaven, 
whom he claims as a private German god, 
should have brought such disaster to Ger- 
man arms. 

Minds that are little inclined to turn to 
the Infinite will find food for sober reflec- 
tion in this signal triumph for the cause of 
democracy at the very hour when the hort- 
zon looked blackest. There is something 
verging on the superhuman in the brilliant 
victory won by the Allied troops in pos!- 
tions that looked untenable, after they had 
‘been forced to evacuate strongholds where 
the advantage of terrain was all in their 
favor. Such things never happen in the 
books of Von Bernhardi or in the maxims 
of Von Moltke. 

Glorious as was the Allies’ victory, how- 
ever, it is but the precursor of others that 
must follow before the cause of democracy 
finally triumphs. The rushing tactics of the 
Hun drive will be renewed; for, like the 
ancient Helvetii from whom they are de- 
scended, the Huns have burned their 
bridges behind them. A retreat across the 
Belgian border would be certain to be fol- 
lowed by strikes and riots along the home 
front that would make a continuance of 
the war impossible. The German war ma- 
chine must advance or collapse; it is not 
Von Arnim is. 
gathering men and material for another 
drive; but he is handicapped by the fact 
that his best troops have been beaten and 
that he must bring new divisions for the 
next assault. 

There is a lull in the storm, but it is not 
yet over. The Allies have not yet beaten 
Von Hindenburg to a standstill, but they 
have proved very convincingly that he can be 
beaten; the elan of victory has passed from 
the Huns to the Allies. Gen, Foch's star is 
in the ascendant, while that of Von Hinden- 
burg is on the wane. The campaign is not 
won, but a start has been made in the 
right direction. The enemy shows unmis- 
takable signs of weakening: but even a 
day's relaxation of effort on the home front 
may give him the necessary time to recu- 
perate. Now is the time when the third 
Liberty Loan must be put over with a last 
mighty push, when shipbuilding must be 
speeded up, when production must be stim- 
ulated and the unnecessary waste of every 
dollar must be checked. Our valiant allies 
have shown us the way to victory in Flan- 
ders; but it remains for us to follow that. 
road.

HILOSOPHICAL ANARCHY. . 
“A philosophical anarchist,” observes 


Bolshevik address delivered by Lincoln 
Steffens in that city, “is an assassin by 
proxy. He deprecates direct action, sabot- 
age and murder while these processes are 
under debate; but when the foul deed is 
done he approves the result and goes about 
the country defending the purposes of the 
lawless brood who, in more courageous con- 
viction of the righteousness of their unholy 
cause, lighted the fuse and exploded the 
death-dealing dynamite that Steffens dared 
not handle himself.“ 

Dist.-Atty. Woolwine first classified Stef- 
fens as a philosophical anarchist and add- 
ed that “Steffens represents a type of plaus- 
Idle, curiously-sincere but utterly dangerous 
anarchist;” and the San Diego Union takes 
Woolwine to task for making an appraise- 
ment of Steffens which is “more than fair to 
Steffens and not entirely a proper estimate 
of the public whom he seeks to influence 
by his philosophical sophistries.” Steffens 
went to Russia soon after the revolution 
broke and at once fell madly in love with 
the mob rule of the Bolsheviki. Since his 
return to this country he has gone about 
spouting an address in which he idolizes 
the Russian reds and admonishes all Amer- 
icans who desire a govermment of absolute 
liberty to go and do likewise. 

Steffens delivered his address once in 
San Diego: but when he tried to repeat it 
two nights later he found the municipal po- 
lice. and Federal authorities awaiting him 
with an urgent invitation that he depart 
from the city while the going was good. 
Perhaps the proximity of a Federal training 
camp had something to do with the unre- 
sponsive atmosphere of San Diego. The 
great Hun drive in Flanders was bringing 
forcibly to the minds of too many San Die- 
gans that it was this Bolshevik movement, 
which Steffens was extolling so highly, that 
made the kap in the Allied lines through 
which the Hun divisions were able to invade 
Northern France. 1 5 

There was a time, and it is not far remote. 
when “philosophical anarchy” was a fad in 
California and when men of the Steffens 
stripe were deified as its prophets. Steffens 


went about from city to city preaching to , 


these little circles of “curiously sincere,” 
but mentally-defective, individuals at so 
much a sermon. He wrote magazine arti- 


cles about the depravity of American cities 


and discussed sagely what we should do to 
be saved. The Times was never victimized 
by this camouflage of philosophical anarchy. 
It denounced its extravagant sophistries as 
danger to American liberties and exposed 
the financial peculations of its prophets. 
And The Times is pleased to note that, un- 
der the sobefing influences of the greatest 


war in history, the great mass of California 


citizens are able to value these “phflosoph- 
ical anarchists” at their true worth. 

If it were not for the teachings of this 
class before the war began the power of the 
Prussian Junkers would now be broken. 
They are the perfidious guides who have 
conducted a part of the forces of democracy 
along false paths. They have proved valua- 


ble allies of the Central Powers and are 


fully entitled to receive a reward of Ger- 
man silver. San Diego deserves commen- 
dation for the prompt and energetic manner 
in which it handled the issue. The Amer- 
ican public is not yet educated up to the 
point where it is willing to wreck the whole 
structure of American liberty in order to es- 
tablish on the ruins a regime of cowardice 
and chaos similar to that which the Bol- 
sheviki have given to what was once Rus- 
sia.

I have no 
doubt we will be equal to the task 
which now falls upon us at this crit- 
ical hour. 

The first duty of enfranchised 
women is to wage unceasing war 
against Bolshevists. They are now 
insidiously at work in the industrial 
world assisting Germany by foment- 
ing unrest and are using the ma- 
chinery of trades-unionism to bring 


about strikes.

dangers which threaten the success 
of the war and the existence of dem- 
ocratic nations. Oné of these is the 
attempt to produce results similar to 
those which w ed Russia. 

The present war. situation must 
convince even those who have most 
extreme sentimental objections to 
war that our existence as a nation is 
at stake. | 

But there are still people preach- 
ing the theory of peace by negotia- 
tion, which shows, after the result 
of the Brest negotiations, they must 
be under some sinister influence and 
consciously or unconsciously are en- 
emies of their country and their 
country’s cause. 


The great army of women munt- 
tion makers are solid against these 
diabolical moves. I e addressed 
thousands of women such great 
munition centers as Birmingham, 
Coventry, Manchester and the Clyde. 
Not one pacifist have I met. 

The scenes have been magnificen 
in their patriotism. I have asked 
great bodies of women what they 
would do if the men downed tools. 
The reply has been a great chorus 
of “Let them. We will do their 
work.” 

Everywhere the women are unan- 
imous in their determination to 
“carry on” while husbands, sons, 
brothers and sweethearts are in the 
trenches. And they have three u 


permost thoughts or desires: : 


1. To win the war. 

2. They want the comb-out, so 
that the healthy young men who 
have not fought at all should be sent 
to fight in place of sending back the 
men who have been wounded sev- 
eral times. 
They realize the horrors which 
they themselves would have to en 
dure if their country wer 

Now it has been said the Brit- 
ish race that they are at their best 
in times of stress and adversity. I 
agree, But I don’t think there is 
wigdom in concealing even the hard- 
est facts from the people. 

Much will depend on the next few 
weeks of warfare, according to those 
best able to judge. 


The soldiers, we know, will do 
their part. It is for the women on 
the home front to do their share in 
upholding the national courage and 
to stimulate the national determina- 
tion to provide our armies with the 
munitions to carry us to victory. 

The women are just as important 


| as the men in the trenches. They 


have the power to save the country. 

If it rested with them there would 
be no half-measures with the Ger- 
mans and their Kaiser. They will 
do all that is asked of them—and 
more. 

The women's party has been 
formed to unite the women to fight 
for victory and national security, 
and afterwards to wage a campaign 
of social reform to secure better 
housing, better education, greater se- 
curity for mothers and infants, and 
a system of industrial organization 
which will give good conditions of 
work, short hours, good wages and 
at the same time greater efficiency 
and increased national wealth. 


As an organization we have no po- 
litical interests to serve. no axes to 
grind. We hope to play an impor- 
tant part in the next general election 
in every constituency. 

The line we shall take in the elec- 
tion will be a patriotic one. The 
candidates who are out wholeheart- 
edly to win the war will get our sup- 
port; irrespective of politics.

SANTA ANA, May 2-—Because of 
his failure te suppert war activi- 
ties, G. D. Chamberlain was today 
Gismissed as a teacher of 8 ish 
at the Santa Ana High School. 

Chamberlain, an active member of 
the International Bible Students’ As- 
sociation, said that he wes spending 
his money in preparing the world 
for the second coming of Christ and 
could not conscientiously give any- 
thing to help the United States carry 
on the war. 

Chamberiain’s attitude upon the 
war was reported to the Santa Ana 
Board of Education by a vigilance 
[committee of the third Liberty 
Loan, and immediately a special 
meeting of the school board 
was held, Chamberlain being called 
before it. Chamberlain told the 
board that he was.a follower of 
Pastor Russell's teachings. He 
thought the United States was justi- 
fied in going to war against Ger- 
many, and should have declared war 
before it did, but, owing to his re- 
ligious beliefs, he could take no part 
in prosecuting the war. He believed 
the Kaiser ig the prince of devils, 
spoken of in Revelations, and should 
be killed. He said that conscience 
directed him to be neutral in this 
war, so that he could be on Christ's 
side at the end of the conflict. He 
considered the carrying on of the 
work of Christ more important than 
the carrying forward of the coun- 
try’s interest in the war, and he 
had bought no Liberty Bond and 
had contributed nothing to the Red 
Cross, Y.M.C.A. or other war activi- 
ties. 

By the unanimous vote of the 
school board, Chamberlain was dis- 
missed.

AGAIN CHANGED

Taxes on Liquor Dealers and 
Brewers Lowered.

City ‘Attorney to Draft Final 
Ordinance Soon. 


The Finance Committee of the 
Council yesterday afternoon took an- 
other whirl at the proposed revised 
license ordinance, standing pat upon 
a number of the provisions hereto- 
fore agreed upon, but also recom- 
mending a number of material 
changes. 

In reference to the licensing of 
persons engaged in the sale of liq- 
uors, the committee announced that 
it had decided to change the provi- 
sion relating to breweries and all 
others in the liquor business. The 
breweries, under the original ordi- 
nance, would have to pay a license 
fee of $1000 per month if they en- 
gage in both wholesale and retail 
business, or $500 per montA if only 
engaged in the wholesale business. 

Because representatives of family 
liquor stores were able to show that 
their business has dropped off at 
least 50 por cent. since the Gandier 
ordinance went into effect, Chair- 
man Mallard of the Finance Com- 
mittee says he is working upon a 
plan to license them and the brew- 
erles according to the amount of 
business they do. Whether this will 
be fixed so as to increase the license 
fee he did not say. At present the 
dealers are paying $100 per month. 
The Finance Committee originally 
decided to tax them $250 per month. 
Many of the dealers said they would 
be forced out of business if such a 
tax were levied. 

No change was recommended in 
the license fees fixed for cafes. Those 
having cabarets must pay $150 per 
month, others $100 per month. 

The fees to be charged palmists, 
clairvoyants, mind readers, crystal 
gazers, etc., will be $58 per month, 
an increase of $20, but spiritualists 
and others able to show that they 
have been regularly ordained will 
escape a penalty. 

The committee tentatively 
to fix the fee for billboards at 2 
cents per square foot. Objection has 
been raised to this plan and it may 
later be changed. It has been sug- 
gested that the rate be fixed upon a 
basis of income rather than square 
feet. At the present time the bill- 
board concerns are playing $10,000 
annually to the city. It was also de- 
cided not to tax grocers or persons 
engaged in premium business. 


When the various fees are fixed or 


the committee they will PEaeent to 
the City Attorney, who pre- 
pare the ordinance for presentation 
to the Council. 

The mittee will meet again to- 
day.

FEDERAL. INQUIRY 
AT VERNON ORDERED. 
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UNITED STATES ATTORNEY TO 
INQUIRE INTO ALLEGED 
LAW VIOLATIONS, 


Following the publication of the 
report that United States soldiers 
were drinking at Vernon saloons, 
and in view of the attitude of the 
government in regard to the conduct 
of saloons within short distances 
of army cantonments, United States 
Attorney O'Connor, asked the De- 
partment of Justice, the Army and 
Navy Intelligence Bureau and the 
American Protective League, to 
make an investigation of conditions 
at Vernon, with a view to ascertain- 
ing. whether there has been any 
violation of the law at Jack Doyle's 
or any other place in Vernon, re- 
lating to the serving of liquors to 
men in uniform. ; 

Mr. O'Connor said yesterday that 
he had received no report on the 
matter from either source. He said 
that last Saturday and Sunday, Col. 
W. 8S. Abbott, in command at Fort 
MacArthur, had sent a non-commis- 
sioned officer and four military po- 
lice to investigate Vernon. Under 
the law it is a crime for a United 
States soldier to take off his mili- 
tary uniform and substitute it for 
that of a civilian, and it was charged 
that was being done at Vernon, so 
that the wearers could get liquor. 
The repo to Mr. O’Connor are to 
the effect that no such violations of 
law were reported to Col. Abbott. 

There was no request made to the 
District Attorney for an inquiry in- 
to affairs at Vernon, but the move 
was begun on the initiative of that 
officer, who had read through the 
public press that conditions there 
needed the attention of the Fed- 
eral officers. So far he has no in- 
formation or knowledge of the ex- 
istence of any condition at Vernon 
that would warrant any interference 
on the part of the government. |
